Backyard barbecues, picnics, 
camping trips and other 
pleasures of the season of the 
great outdoors, signal the wise 
homemaker to protect her food, 
Warm weather stimulates not 
only humans, but microorgan- 
isms, too, and spoilage-produc- 
ing microorganisms can affect 
all perishable foods. Begin pro- 
tecting your food as soon as you 
Select it from the grocery store 
shelf. 

For meat and poultry products 
consumers have a partner work- 
ing for them to provide assurance 
that these products will be whole- 
some when they leave the pro- 
cessing plant, That partner is 
the U.S, Department of Agricul- 
ture’s Consumer and Marketing 
Service. Its inspectors examine 
all meat and poultry products 
destined for interstate shipment 
to insure their wholesomeness 
and truthful labeling. 

But after these products leave 
the plant, it largely falls on 
the homemaker to insure that 
the food remains free from spoil- 
age, 

In some foods -- such as 
aged meat, butter, cheese, and 
Ppickels -= the growth of cer- 
tain bacteria, yeasts or molds 
is encouraged because they add 
flavor. Many of these same 
organisms will in time bring 
about the spoilage or decay of 
these foods, 

There is another kind of spoil- 
age, which may not be as fam- 
iliar to most of us, but may 
result in food poisoning, 

Remember ‘‘ptomaine poison- 
ings?’? That was the blanket 
name given all food poisonings 
several years ago. Actually, 
ptomaines are compounds assoc- 
iated with the spoilage of ‘pro- 
tein foods, but are not poison- 
ous when eaten. The spoilage 
is caused by the growth ofharm- 
ful microorganisms, which cause 
so-called ptomaine poisonings. 
These are generally boulism and 
Salmonella. 

It is important to know how 
to retard or prevent the growth 
of the microorganisms that cause 
food poisoning, 

Proper care of meat and poul- 
try products begins in the pro- 
cessing plant. In those plants 
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ting or storage equipment, gro: 
cery carts, or even balmy sum: 
mer breezes. 

So, select fresh meatand poul: 
try -= and processed product: 
like sausage, bacon and lunch- 
eon meat -- only from clean 
refrigerated display cases. Re: 
ject products when the package 
plastic wrap, or vacuum seal is 
broken or punctured. 

Return any products to the 
Store that you feel are suspic- 
ious - most stores will re- 
place the item willingly, 

And, don’t buy any dented cans 
or jars or food showing signs 
of gas or pressure such as bub- 
bles or bulged lids, or abnorma: 
odor or color ...even if they 
are on sale. _ It’s also a gooc 
idea not to accept gifts of home 
canned foods, unless you are 
sure they were processed under 
established guidelines, such as 
the USDA’s, 

In selecting frozen meat or 
poultry products, make sure they 
are solidly frozen, 

At the check-out counter, ask 
the clerk to pack meat and poul- 
try and other regrigerated or 
frozen items together, This 
will help maintain their cool 
temperatures until you get them 
home. Protect these perishable 
foods from warm temperatures 
at all times -- don’t dally on 
your way home,
